eld R lobbers, chief of the recovery admin­ 
istration, bus declared the case "sustains

across the board.'' Unlike other cases test­ 
ing constitutionality of the recovery act. the 
Schechter case has brought a favorable de­ 
cision from tbs lower courts. 
The circuit 
court of appeals for the eecond circuit, 
considered the highest ranking federal ap­ 
pellate court, upheld a district court's de­ 
cision against the defendant on l l and 17 
counts charging violation of the recovery 
code for the poultry Industry. The court of 
appeals sustained the recovery act in its 
fair trade practice provisions, but turned 
down tis wage and hour provisions. It held

thus is subject to federal regulation, hut

“I have eaten my meals many a 
time from brown plates and from 
tinw are in the homes of good and 
honest men who could not afford 
to buy English china.” 
Then he related how the pottery 
industry in East 
Liverpool grew 
because of the tariff placed on im­ 
ported ware. 
He noted that how 
in 1883 
an 
attem pt was made to 
break down 
the tariff barrier on 
pottery and how he stood “with 


your true friend William McKinley 
and others” for the protection of 
the industry. 
“As a result the protection given

England ran make and sell them 
cheaper,” he said.

How To Keep Well 


By R O Y A L B. C O PELA N D , M. D. 


I have repeatedly called atten­ 
tion to the large number of per­ 
sons who are bitten by dogs. Since 
rabies or hydrophobia Is caused, to 
a great extent, by the bite of 
a 
stray or homeless dog, It is In the 
public Interest that every effort be 
made to rid communities of stray 
animals. In large cities this is ac- ! 
complished by the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animala, j 
The number of dog bitee report­ 
ed continue to Increase. Of course. 
It is not always the stray dog that 
Is responsible 
for 
hydrophobia. 
Sometimes 
It conies from a dog 
who*-' owner carelessly allows the 
animal to roam the street unmuz­ 
zled. 
Strict enforcement of the 
muzzling law In many sections has 
helped control this menace. 
Undoubtedly many of my read 
era do not sanction muzzles. 
Few 
anima! lovers approve of muzzling 
pet. 
But you w ill agree 
with 
me that the danger of bites from 
Infected 
dogs must 
be 
guarded 
against. 
When there is rabies In a com­ 
munity, dogs should be kept from 
public places and away from chil­ 
dren, or else should be muzzled. I 
am sure there would be no one 
unwilling to co-operate In the cam­ 
paign against rabies lf all were to 
realise bow dreadful the resulting 
disease la. Advanced stages of hy­ 
drophobia are difficult to cure and 
horrible to witness. 
W e ire Indebted to Louis Pas­ 
teur, the eminent French scientist, 
for our modern treatment of dog 
bites, 
It Is called the 
"Pasteur 
treatment" and has 
saved 
many 
thousands of llTes. But Is is only 
of value when given Immediately 
after the bite la received. 
Of course, not all 
dog 
bites 
cause hydrophobia. But every dog 
bite should be considered as hav­ 
ing In It the danger of hydropho­ 
bia. 
The Paateur treatment Is not 
given unless the bite Is definitely 
traced to a mad dog, or another 
animal infected with rabies. 
Never neglect a dog bite, no mat­ 


ter how trivial it may seem. 
It is 
alwavs best Immediately to cauter- 


170 the wound in a proper manner 
with fuming nitric acid. Do not be 
satisfied with the application of an 
ordinary antiseptic. If the germs 
of hydrophobia are present they 
can only be destaoyed by the use 
of a strong chemical such ss I 
have mentioned. 
The dog should be kept under 
dose observation and measures ta­ 
ken 
to guard against Its doing 
further harm The animal is exam­ 
ined for signs of disease. If the 
dor is shown to be diseased the 
victim of the bite is immediately 
given the Pasteur treatment. 
F.veryone should be aware of the 
danger of contact with stray dogs. 
Chi Wren should never he permit­ 
ted to play with 
strange 
dogs. 
Never tease and annoy a domestic 
animal and above all never neg­ 
lect a dog bite.

Dr. Conant then revealed that 
this year's athletic budget, due to 
the steady decline in football re­ 
ceipts. would he reduced by. nome 
$20,000. 
He said he had been as­ 
sured that drastic economies would 
enable Athletic Director Bill Bing­ 
ham to keep hi* departm ent func­ 
tioning by eliminating only the ex­ 
p e c ts for a golf team. 
To D-’op Minor Sports 
During the next three years, how­ 
ever, financial support will be with­ 
drawn from the cross-country, la­ 
crosse. soccer, 
wrestling, 
boxing 
and fencing teams, which now cost 
about $20,000.

and that the annual coat per par­ 
ticipant was about $125.

Training Camp 
--Notes-

STRANGE as It may seem. dyed 
in-the-wool bird dog men seldom 
shoot birds, and field trial organi­ 
zations were among the first sports­ 
men's groups to become actively in­ 
terested in saving wild Ufo. 
When the big pointer and setter 
men gather the talk is about breed­ 
ing. handling and nearly everything 
pertaining to outdoor sport except 
markm snship with the scatter gun. 
For Instance, there is Dr. Louis 
A Healy of Belleville, 111., who baa 
judged 
and 
attended 
numerous 
field event* and raised more than 
IOO bird dogs, shot his first quail 
in 22 years during a recent open 
season. 
to n g ago the men Interested In 
producing fine bird hunting dogs 
for sport or profit knew, of course, 
that they couldn't train 
pups 
on 
ground barren of feathered gam*. 
or with mounted specimens, 
and 
they began protecting bobwhite. 
These first measures to preserve 
game birds were on a small scale, 
usually in the breeder a own acre­ 
age, then by agreem ents with land 
owners and farm ers 
restricting 
shooting, and now in sanctuaries 
and closed areas. 
Geographical Variances 
Different conditions 
prevail 
in 
various part* of the country. 
To 
the south birds are plentiful in the 
large plantation districts and ar* 
favored by the mild climate. In the 
north and east they depend to a 
great extent 
upon *th* 
help 
of 
sportsm en and protective legisla­ 
tion. 
In areas where shooting is not 
perm itted, quail inbreed and 
be­ 
come small and weak. 
Hunting 


breaks up and scatters th* convoys 
and brings strange birds together 
when the rallying whistle echoes 
serosa the fields at evening. Where 
there la protection all year, trapped 
wild birds and those raised In cap­ 
tivity aie liberated In the region 
to infuse new blood. 
Plenty of birds on the courses 
are necessary to the succesaful run­ 
ning of field trials. These are held 
in and out of season, aa the birds 
are not shot. Naturally, when a man 
is training his dog to retrieve he 
kills a few quail to put over the 
lesson. The urge to fetch and carry 
is Inherent in the strain, and if the 
dog Is good It doesn't take much 
to awaken the Instinct. 
For 'Good Old Dogs' 
While on the subject of "bu-r-r* 
rd dawgs," as Scotty McLaughlin 
used to call ’em, it seems to old 
timer* that most breeds of todav 
are less 
sturdy 
than 
formerly. 
George C. Cooper, of Des Moines, 
la., who w is running dogs in field 
trials ss far back aa 1897, thinks 
the present standard looks a bit 
"snlpy.” However, shooting condi­ 
tions hsve changed, there are short 
seasons, transportation by motor 
car, and other factors. 
Hunting dogs had to "take It" 
years ago. The w riter remembers 
a Gordon bitch which answered 
to the unromantic name of "Bum.” 
Although of good stock she wasn't 
registered in the blue books of dog­ 
dom. but sh* could 
breast 
Miss­ 
issippi river currents to bring in 
ducks. And after a morning In th# 
blind sh* could find Jacks in the 
lowlands or quail In the hills. Old 
“Bum" was a big-boned, strong dog. 
and pleasant memories of this an­ 
cient comrade still bring a tear to 
the eye.
